The tech- 
nique in this music is comparable to 
the tone of the bells themselves, and it 
is no small part of the enjoyment to 
follow the skillful handling of the in- 
struments. 

The tubular harp is less familiar be- 
cause of its limited range and useful- 
ness, but with such numbers as "The 
Palms," "The Holy City" and "Perfect 
Day," the player can bring out its un- 
usual tone effects in a very entertain-

This year, whose knell will soon be 
tolled, has been marked in the borough 
by several community projects which 
have been put across in fine shape. 

It recalls the establishment of the 
Child Health Centre, the splendid com- 
munity support given "A Night Over 
There," the Legion frolic; the activi- 
ties on the part of the women for the 
Narberth Fire Company — their benefit 
last January — which has resulted in the 
formation of a permanent women's 
auxiliary to the Fire Company, the 
Mulieres. 

Baseball fans again may look back 
upon the activities of the Narberth 
Club with satisfaction, for in spite of 
losing the second half of the season in 
league competition, the borough nine 
came through with flying colors in the 
playoff, winning its third consecutive 
season title. 

Ffforts at traffic control and the 
elimination of automobile accidents 
have proved eminently successful. 
Since the erection of "Stop" signs at 



the designated through traffic streets 
last spring accidents in the borough 
have been reduced one half. 

A project recently initiated of com- 
piling a Borough Register, listing all 
properties in the borough and prop- 
erly recording deeds, is one of the most 
progressive steps ever undertaken by 
the borough authorities. 

A 26 per cent, growth in the bor- 
ough's population during the past ten 
years, according to the U. S. census 
taken this summer, indicates a healthy 
condition. 

The year saw a reduction in the per 
capita school tax of $1, and an in- 
crease in the school mill rate of one 
mill, leaving the citizen slightly to the 
good. A one-mill reduction in the bor- 
ough rate has been tentatively adopted 
and no doubt will be passed in Janu- 
ary.

Beat sugar and egg yolks together.

Officer James Carthy 

Has Had Varied Career 



The eighth of a scries nj article* In 
introduce the members oj Loner Meri(ni s 
splendid police force to our readers.

Sugar mill foreman, headwaiter, riv- 
eter and policeman. Such are some 
of the milestones in the career of Of- 
ficer James Carlhy. whose heat is the 
luisiest corner in the township, the 
intersection of Lancaster Pike and 
Cricket Avenue, Ardmore. 

t'arthy was horn in Roscommon 
County, west of Ireland, January 12. 
LS94. When still in his teens lie 
worked in a sugar mill, and rose :.. he 
a foreman. 

Having many relative.-, in litis coun- 
try, including two uncles who were 
niemhers of the Xew York City police 
force, young Carthy decided to seek his 
fortune in the Cnited States. So lie 
took passage on April 1. 191,?, having 
just passed his nineteenth hirthd.iy. 

After looking around a hit, Carthy 
got a job at the Manufacturers' Club 
in Philadelphia. Here he worked until 
the United States entered the war. 

Always fond of outdoor life, t'arthy 
accepted with alacrity the opportunity 
of working at Hog Island, when the 
task oi transforming a wilderness into 
a great shipyard was begun. He was 
one of the first live men on the spot 
when there were no roads anywhere 
near the location chosen and trees had 
to be felled. When the shipyards got 
under way. Carthy worked as a riveter. 
One of his most memorable experi- 
ences is connected with this job. lie 
was working away with two other men 
on a scaffolding eighty-five leet high 
v, hen it suddenly gave way, plunging 
the three of them to the ground. Two 
of the men were killed as a result of 
the fall, while t'arthy managed to 
escape with a broken jaw. He was 
unconscious for nine hours and spent 
sixteen weeks in the hospital as a re- 
sult of this experience. 

Having become a naturalized citizen 
I lie applied for his first papers the 
second after after lauding in this conn- 
try). Carthy was anxious to join the 
army and get over to France, but he 
was told he was of more use to his 
country riveting ships which would 
carry men and supplies, and so he re- 
mained at I log Island. 

After the war, with the cessation of 
activity in sin']) building. Carthy went 
back to the Manufacturers' Club and 
soon became head waiter. He re- 
mained in this position until joining the 
Lower Merion Police Department in 
August, 1922. 

hive ot his eight and a half years 
on the force have been spent in the 
Xortli Ardmore district, and the last 
three and a hall on the pike at Lan- 
caster and Cricket Avenues. 

Among his cherished possessions are 
. ilat'ons from the Lower Merion Hoard 
of Commissioners and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad for his part in the arrest 
of five freight car thieves at Xarberth 
in 1922. 

An arrest of importance, which was 
made by ' M'licer t'arthy practically 
s'nglc-handcd. was that i<\ three high- 
waymen on Lancaster Pike in Ard- 
t -ore in P'24. He had noticed the men 
hanging around and questioned them. 
'Iicir reply about meeting a friend at 
tin' Autocar confirmed his suspicions 
since he knew that there was no night 
v nrk at that plant then and only the 
v atcluuan was around. The boldest of 
the trio made a move for his gun. but 
Carthy was too quick for him. hand- 
cuffing them and sending tor the patrol 
wagon without delay. As it turned 
out they were wanted at N'orristown. 
Reading and Wilmington.

"I 
feel sorry for these poor fellows who 
tire cooped up all day long." he said.

Hearts of Needy Lower Merion Youngsters j 



During the past three weeks two 
hundred and thirty children of Lower 
Merion Township have been made 
happy by the gifts of clothing of all 
kinds. This good work has been made 
possible through the Police Relief 
Fund. 

In talking with -Mrs. Charles P. 
S.nith, wife of the Superintendent of 
the Lower Merion police, who had 
charge of the distribution of the cloth- 
ing, a great number of interesting facts 
were brought out. Mrs. Smith com- 
mended the good work done by the of- 
ficers managing the Police Fund and 
said that this was the first year that 
she had been asked to help in outfit- 
ting the children. 

Hitherto under officers Pollock, Rob 
and Zincaro, at the Yule seasons, toys 
and baskets of Christmas food had 
been distributed among the needy. This 
year an entirely different situation was 
faced. Whole families of children 
needed clothes. Shoes were in demand. 
Officers on duty heard of families who 
were in dire distress: they saw children 
who were thinly clad in those bitter 
days around the Thanksgiving holidays. 

Co-operating with the Merion 
Needlework Guild which sent bundles 
of stockings and underclothes, a room 
in the Township Building was u<v(\ 
as a distributing station for clothing 
for the youngsters. With the garments 
from the X'cedlework C.uild as the first 
-itep in meeting the immediate situation, 
the officers began collecting clothing, 
toys and money to help the distress. 
Day by day the work grew until yes- 
terday's figures were that 230 children 
had been fitted out in warm under- 
wear and stockings and shoes. 

Donations have always been anony- 
mous and names of the recipients of 
the articles are also kept undisclosed. 

Mrs. Smith was most enthusiastic 
about the work, though it has meant 
that she has devoted all day almost 
every day for the past two or three 
weeks. Officers Pollock, Rob and Zin- 
caro have also been devoting all their 
lime to it, for even longer than this 
period. They have made all the col- 
lections of clothes, etc. They have 
gone after the children in cars, brought

them to the Township Building, helped ; 
give them the proper clothing and then 
taken the happier and contented young- 
sters home- again. 

Friday, Saturday and Sunday are the 
busy days, for then the children are 
free from school duties and can come 
much more conveniently. Right here 
must be mentioned the fact that moth- 
ers and fathers, too, for that matter, 
whenever possible have been provided 
with clothing and shoes. 

Mrs. Smith in explaining that she 
has been asked to come down to help 
out in the distribution, laughingly .-.aid 
that when she first arrived she found 
Officer Pollock outfitting a small boy 
with a suit of underwear. He held up 
the necessary garment before the 
youngster and eyed it critically and 
finally said: "That'll fit all right." Mrs. 
Smith agreed that the fit was perfect, 
but she had to tell him gently that it 
was really a suit of girl's underwear! 

One interesting youngster who quite 
won her heart was a pretty thirteen- 
year-old girl. Mrs. Smith found a blue 
sweater and skirt for her and then dis- 
covered a becoming hat. When the 
whole costume was donned, Mrs. 
Smith said that she was just the 
"sweetest little thing." Upon aues- 
tiouing it was found that the mother 
works to keep the family together and 
the votmgster, after she gets home 
from school, does all the housework j 
and looks after the other children in : 
the family. • 

Then there was a widow with nine 
children and very little means of sup- j 
port as the youngsters are too small , 
to add to the family income. She docs 
whatever work she can get. Then an- . 
other widow with three children had : 
scarlet fever in the household. Clothes 
and food and, most precious of all, coal, j 
was sent to her. Altogether nine tons ' 
of coal have been furnished, in ton. 
or less amounts. 

Xow one can understand why it was 
necessary for the workers to purchase 
thirty dozen suits of underclothing in 
sizes' from four to twelve. And shoes, j 
Last Saturday forty-seven pairs of new ; 
shoes were bought. Many people who I 
are contributing to the fund buy ab- j 
solutelv new clothing; some send part- ; 
ly-wurn. Anything will be used. ! 
One Friday a group of youngsters was I 
getting fitted in shoes and it took a | 
little longer than was expected, so | 
that thev were late for the lunch hour ■ 
at school. Officer Pollock had to take , 
a pair of bovs' shoes to the cobblers I 
to be repaired while a youngster waited. 
So on the way back he bought a big 
bag of cakes and the youngsters had an ' 
impromptu feast. 

No one can work with children and ] 
not feel the joy of service and Mrs. , 
Smith says that she has appreciated 
tremendously the privilege of working 
with the officers this year. One small 
boy touched her heart, for he needed ! 
a haircut so badly. So she gave him 
fifty cents from her own purse, and 
told him to get the locks, which were 
curling down about his shoulders, 
trimmed oil neatly . He was as pleased 
as could be. but a little later sidled 
up to her and said shyly, "I know a 
barber who will cut my hair for a 
quarter; may 1 use the other quarter 
to get my brother's hair cut?" The 
inherent honesly of the youngster was 
tremendous, wasn't it? He wasn't, for 
one minute, going to appropriate one 
penny of the money, even though it 
was theoretically his. How many 
youngsters could meet this test: 

Right now the work on hand will ; 
be the packing and distributing of . 
Christmas baskets and toys. Already ; 
plans are on foot for the handling of j 
seventy baskets, stuffed with turkeys, j 
celery, canned cranberry sauce, collee. 
sugar, canned milk and all the goodies i 
that make up Christinas. On Thurs- j 
day live bushels of potatoes were do- 
nated. 

And just as this work has brought 
comfort and pleasure and a relief from 
anxiety for many, so the officers them- 
selves have gotten pleasure from it, de- 
spite the hard work they have had to 
do. 



HONORABLE MENTION 

To Officers Frank Pollock, An- 
thony Zincaro and Clarence F. 
Rob, of the Lower Merion Police 
Force, upon whom fell the brunt 
of the work of collecting garments, 
and investigating cases in the 
clothing of 230 needy children of 
the Township. 

Although these officers were as- 
signed to this job, they spent con- 
siderably more than the regular 
working hours upon it. Hours 
were spent in sorting the clothes, 
in bringing youngsters to and Irom 
the Township Ruilding.

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Characteristic Place Names Along Main 

Line Are Key to Early History of Section

For the Main Line Community Weeklies. 
What's in a name? As a matter of 
fact, there's a great deal in it, especially 
if it helps to characterize a particular 
region. What, indeed, would Main 
Liners do without their distinctive local 
nomenclature which harks hack into 
pioneering history? 

The early Welsh settlers brought 
with them a deep-seated love for their 
own ancestral terrain; and it must be 
admitted that they showed good sense 
in selecting only the mo>t practical and 
beautiful names for use in the region 
of their new homes. Let us be thank- 
ful that they left certain Cymric jaw- 
breakers overseas. 

Xot a few of our local historians, 
such as Dr. James J. Lcvick and Ben- 
jamin II . Smith, have written about 
these names. And not a few of our 
Main Line travelers have visited the 
actual scenes in North Wales whence 
the names were borrowed. All agree 
that Bala, in Merionethshire, is one of 
the most charming regions. As tradi- 
tion has it, the old Bala, "situated at 
the head of Pembermere, or Bala Lake, 
one of the largest sheets of water in 
Wales," was a Roman station. The 
lake is today a resort for anglers, who 
find there, and there only, a white fish 
called "gwyniaid." According to Dr. 
Levick, who wrote in the Pennsylvania 
Magazine of History and Biography, 
as long ago as 1880, "Lord Lyttleton 
says he saw there the prettiest girls he 
ever beheld." Perhaps some of them 
were named "(Iwyn": our Welsh Tract 
grandmothers had Gwyns among them, 
anvhow. And as to the prettiness, his 
Lordship had not, of course, visited 
the Main Line namesakes of Bala and 
like places. 

If you happen to be over there, you 
can take a bus at Llanduno in the 
morning, pass Mount Snowden, pro- 
ceeding on down the coast via Harlech 
of nursery-rhyme fame, and return in 
the afternoon on the inland road, 
through Bala and the valley of the Con- 
way River, reaching your starting point 
in lime to dine. It is a strenuous, but 
lovely and satisfying trip. 

As everyone knows, "Bryn Mawr" 
is the "groat hill." "Berwyn" is a 
range dividing Merionethshire from 
Montgomery. Our "Wynnewood" i> in 
honor of Dr. Thomas Wynne. "Rad- 
nor" is named after old Radnor which 
was known to history as long ago as 
1196. A. D. Havcrford Castle was 
being written about in the chronicles 
as early as 1112. We learn that Hav- 
crford was "aber-lTord." or the ford 
at the confluence. Merion seems to 
have come from Prince Mcyreon. 

The pioneers in these parts are as 
interesting to us as the place-names 



they brought. Rowland Ellis, of the 
two Bryn Mawrs, and his wife, Mar- 
garet, were obliged to leave Wales on 
account of what they suffered as Quak- 
ers. Rowland was a minister. He 
came over in 1686, and bought land 
"a little to the north of the tract owned 
by Edward Jones and friends." Re- 
turning to Wales, Rowland settled 
finally in these parts in 1697. He was 
in his 80th year when he died in 1729, 
at the house of his son-in-law, John 
Evans. He was buried in the Friends' 
Burving Grounds at Plymouth. 

Thomas Wynne, similarly identified 
with the Main Line, was a native of 
Caerswys, Flintshire, and was a pas- 
senger 'on the "Welcome." He, too, 
was a minister, besides being a "prac- 
titioner of physick." Mary Wynne, his 
daughter, married Edward Jones, the 
Merion settler of 1682. 

One of the daughters of Edward 
and Marv married John Cadwalader. 

Still another Main Line pioneer was 
Hugh Roberts, who had suffered perse- 
cution as a Friend in his old home and 
who found refuge here. Others were 
equally important. Among the seven- 
teen settlers from Bala and Dolgelly, 
Wales, who secured land titles through 
the Merion company, headed by Ed- 
ward Jones — a 5000-acrc tract — was 
Cadwalader Morgan. These people 
were neighbors and friends, and, as 
has been said, "were more or less con- 
nected by ties of blood and intermar- 
riage." 

Edward Jones, it should be added, 
was a surgeon. He possessed several 
tracts of Main Line and one in Block- 
ley. The Merion Meeting House Road 
that crosses the Pennsylvania R. R., 
near Xarberth Station, forms the north- 
ern boundary of one of his farms. He 
died in 1737, aged 82.

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Girl Scout Movement Provides Controlled 

Self-Expression For the Growing Girl 

Mrs. David L. Philips, of Cynwyd, Director of Philadelphia 

District For Past Three Years, Discusses 

Scout Work.

"Keeping step" with the young peo- 
ple is no easy job today lint that is what 
tile Girl Scout organization does. In 
talking with Mrs. David L. Phillips, 
of Bryn Mawr Avenue, Cynwyd. this 
fact is strikingly brought out. Mrs. 
I'hilips, who has been for three years 
the director of the Philadelphia dis- 
trict, when asked about the progressive 
work the national organization is doing 
said that much work is being accom- 
plished in accordance with the Five- 
Year plan (not to be confused with the 
famous Russian one of the same length 
of time), made possible by the $3,000,- 
00(1 endowment recently raised. This 
work consists ol research which enables 
the scouts to keep abreast of the mod- 
ern education methods, the constant 
meeting the new phases iA life, as it 
shifts and changes in this day and age, 
and the putting out of new material to 
meet the needs of the (iirl Scouts. 

One can both see and feel that Mrs. 
I'hilips iias a line understanding of the 
growing girl after a few minutes' talk 
with her. And it is easily perceived 
how she was asked to take the direc- 
torship of the large 
sion, after only two 
with the Cynwyd 
troops. 

The mother it\ two daughters, she 
was anxious to have them receive the 
lull advantages of scout training, but 
it seemed in order to do this the Cyn- 
wyd troop had to have a leader. Mrs. 
Philips took over this leadership tem- 
porarily, organized a committee and 
found a captain, primarily, that her own 
daughters might benefit. Incidentally 
this step benelited others for not only 
did Mrs. Philips serve on the Main 
Line fiirl Scouts' Council before her 
present position as head of the entire 
Philadelphia district, but her daughter, 
Mary Chester Philips, now runs a 
troop of (iirl Scouts in Baltimore. 
Mary Chester, or "Polly," as her 
mother calls her. is a student at 
Cioucher College in Baltimore. She, 
with three other members of the Cyn- 
wyd troop, have won their Golden 
Eaglet pins. Betty, a second daughter, 
now at Sweetbriar College in Virginia, 
was a first-class scout. 

With two daughters of her own, it 
is readily comprehended why Mrs. 
Philips understands, and has an unlim- 
ited sympathy for the growing girl. 
In a talk with her she said that when 
a girl reaches ten she begins to be at 
the club age; at the time when she 
wants to be of a group of girls. Kvery 
adolescent girl needs a worth-while 
occupation that has some fun with it. 

School and home both have their 
demands, but often, in neither, is there 
much room for self-expression and de- 
velopment. And one of the greatest 
needs of the girl, according to Mrs. 
Philips, is an outlet for self-expression 
in a way to make it controlled expres- 
sion. The work of each .scout is largely 
elective. Of course, the whole train- 
ing they receive is a character builder, 
someone aptly put it, "An anchor

to windward in case of need." Some 
of the outstanding general qualities 
which result are health, true friendship, 
courage and keen observation of all 
that goes on around one, especially in 
the outdoor world. 

Sir Robert Baden-Powell, whose 
Boy Scout and (iirl Guide movements 
were the forerunners of the American 
organizations, believed in keeping these 
movements simple, and. moreover, be- 
lieved in stressing the outdoor program. 
In view of this, it is interesting to note 
that the greatest number of proficiency 
badges awarded last year were for 
homemaking subjects. Out of 125,000 
badges given, 45,ii4X were homemaking. 
That should interest the pessimists who 
predict the downfall of the American 
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— Photocrafters.

home as an institution. Health badges 
were second with 27,976 and outdoor 
sports were (|uite far down the list with 
13,000. That refutes the idea that Miss 
Oleda Schrottky says that many people 
have that Girl Scouts do nothing but 
"climb greased poles." 

But aside from the actual practical 
knowledge gained — and none of us can 
have too much of it — from the system 
used in the organizing of scout troops, 
the girls learn the lesson of leadership, 
according to Mrs. I'hilips. liach patrol, 
made of about eight scouts, elects its 
own leader. She does the teaching in 
the patrol. If she is a born leader the 
patrol prospers, and, if she fails in her 
leadership, the girls of the patrol know 
that they have made a mistake. In 
this way the leader instinct is usually 
developed and the other members of 
the troop get a sense of values. In 
these patrols, the girls learn to work 
with a group, team play is stressed, the 
individual is submerged, only to come 
forth in an unselfish form when the 
girl is elected patrol leader. 

In England, Mrs. Philips explained, 
the Girl Guides had profited tremen- 
dously by the interest and backing 
Princess Mary has given the move- 
ment. Over here Mrs. Hoover has 
been, for a number of years, actively 
interested in the Girl Scouts. And, 
though the arduous duties of the White 
House monopolize her time, still found 
two days to attend the National Con- 
vention. 

The wonderful work done has largely 
been due to many women leaders of the 
country like Mrs. Hoover, who have 
unselfishly devoted their time to it, i 
says Mrs. Philips. Mrs. Frederick ! 
Edey, of Long Island, a writer of j 
note, and now president of the national : 
organization, has been for years the j 
bead of the field department of the j 
National Association. She has served j 
without salary in this important job ' : 
and is almost wholly responsible for ; 
the developments which have made i 
Girl Scouting attain a lasting appeal for ; 
the youth of the nation. 

In questioning Mrs. Philips about 
her work during the three years that 
she has been director of the Philadel- ! 
phia district, v hc said that one of the 
improvements that she has been able 
to accomplish was the addition of mem- 
bers to the, field staff. Now there are 
six field captains, or professional lead- 
ers who help the individual troop cap- : 
tains with all phases of scouting work. ; 
Each of these field captains is virtually | 
a local director. These receive so much > 
national training each year in order to \ 
develop much finer work among the ; 



troops. Miss Dorothy Rouse, of Cyn- 
wyd, is the field captain for the Main 
Line district, which is one of the nine 
in the Philadelphia territory. Four 
thousand scouts, divided into 175 
troops, make up the Philadelphia sec- 
tion over which Mrs. Philips rules. 
It takes in parts of live counties. On 
January first Mrs. E. Swift Newton, 
of Daylesford. will assume the duties 
of commissioi er for the Main Line 
section. 

Sir Robert I laden- Powell, the origi- 
nator of the scouting movement, 
quoted in a little booklet. "Things (iirl 
Scouts Do and the Way They Do 
Them," says of camp life: "We go to 
camp a good deal in the scout move- 
ment, because in camp life we learn 
to do without so many things which 
while we are in houses we think are 
necessary, and find that we can do for 
ourselves many things where we used 
to think ourselves helpless." 

"Above all. the value of camp is the 
opportunity it gives of bringing girls 
face to face with nature. It means the 
presentation in them of the calls and 
customs ol birds and animals, the won- 
ders of the stars, the beauties of the 
Mowers, of the hills, of the sin. sets, 
the wonderful and minute mechanism 
of tlie individual specimen, whether of 
plant or mammal, insect or reptile, and 
its exact reproduction, in millions of 
the same species. 

"Nature lore gives the best mean.-- of 
opening out the minds and thoughts of 
girls, and. at the same time, if the point 
is not lost sight of by their captain, 
it gives them the power of appreciating 
beauty in nature, and consequently in 
art, such as leaders to a higher enjoy- 
ment of life." 

Here we have expressed simply one 
of the underlying motives of scouting 
— the opening the minds of the girls 
and the giving them the power of ap- 
preciating beauty.
